Allan, in addition to telling of his 
experience, told McLaughlin that 
Louis Landau, formerly owner of 
the Maryland Theater, 1860 South 
Thirteenth street, had told him that 
Routledge personally solicited him 
last year for space in the guide. Al- 
lan said he would take Landau to 
the Circuit Attorney’s office Monday 
to tell his story. 

Allan.told the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney that Landau reported 
that Routledge first requested $100 
but finally accepted $25. Allan 
quoted Landau as saying that 
Routledge told him that if he ever 
needed assistance at the City Hall 
to call on him. 

Landau said, Allan continued, 
that he did call on the Alderman 
for assistance shortly after he pur- 
chased the advertisement, asking 
Routledge to work against a Dill 
which would have placed an addi- 
tional tax on theater admissions.

“NEEDLESS” DEFENSE 
SPENDING OPPOSED 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Says It Fails as Pump 
Primer. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — The 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States made public today a rec- 
ommendation that “if there are to 
be still further increases in ex- 
penditures for American armament, 
they should -be justified by need 
for national defense and not be a 
pretext’ for pump-priming.” 

This recommendation was made 
to the chamber’s board of direc- 
tors by its committee on Federal 
finance, It also was forwarded to 
the membership. pies 

The comniittee report, made to 


the board by Fred H. Clausen of 
Horicon, Wis., chairman, said arm- 
ament outlays were ill-adapted to 
business pump-priming. 

‘Heavy equipment of the. mili- 
tary type takes several years to 
complete, and consequently the ex- 


| penditures to be made¢annot be. 
“+ timed to coincide with slack busi- 
ness periods,” the committee re- 


ported. “If increased armament ex- 
penditures become indispensable, 
they should not operate to increase 
the total of the budget, but should 
be offset by reduction — of other 
expenditures.” | 
‘The committee made numerous 
c¢ recommendations respect- 
ing Federal debts, appropriations 
and expenditures, ‘summarizing 
them as follows: 3 
“The business community should 
take all appropriate steps to de- 


velop public realization of the sig- 


nificance of the trends of Federal 
expenditures and debt and urge 
constructive action thereon by Con- 
gress. 

“Congress should end continuous 
Federal deficits without imposing 
increased taxation. 

“Congress should reduce deficit 
financing in the fiscal year clos- 
ing June 30, 1940, and end it in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1941. 

“Congress should require a def- 
inite limitation upon new debt for 
the fiscal year closing June, 1940, 
to an amount required to pay con- 
tractual obligations carried over 
from the current year and to give 
only indispensable aid to communi-

“In small cages the turkeys pile 
into, a corner and are meg at 
the approach of man from whom 
they cannot retreat. Thus they 
learn to fear man and soon become 
as wild as you could wish.” 

Thus, we see that there are many 
tricks to making turkeys really 
wild. Missouri is working on a se- 
ries of experiments and should soon 
have a fine stock of native wild tur- 
keys for hunting. 


The original wild turkey of the 
Pilgrim days was not a forefather 
of our domesticated bird, which is 
related to the Mexican turkey.

While some of the hogs around 
the Current River country are fair- 
sized and sometimes rather mean, 
none are what are commonly re- 
ferred to as “wild hogs.” The only 
wild hogs in the United States are 
those known as pecarrys, which 
range up from Mexico through Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Texas and 
some in North Carolina known as 
Russian Boars. 

The latter, imported from India 
several years ago by a now defunct 
hunting club, were allowed to 
range through the wilds unti] they 
have reached large numbers. This 
year an open season has been de- 
clared on the boars and it is con- 
sidered quite thrilling sport, espe- 
cially when the hogs range in packs 
do they become dangerous.

The protests, I understand, are not 
made against its scientific merits. As) 
for its moral value, I can testify fér my- 
self that the picture from start to fin- 
ish impressed me as having as profound 
a moral appeal as it is possible for any 
film to have. Far from being morbid, 
it is almost overwhelming in its moral 
and spiritual quality. 

I should think that the person who 
would view such a picture with morbid 
curiosity would be mightily cured of his 
or her morbidity. By all means let 
the morbid-minded and the salacious- 
minded see it! 

The film is positively intense in its 
portrayal of moral values as they ap- 
pear before us in the delicate and com- 
petent service of doctor and nurse, and 
in the care and concern of the young 

ents for their unborn child. Religion 
eae mentioned in the picture, but the 
moral qualities give it as much of an 
atmosphere of holiness or sacrednéss as 
any spiritually sensitive man or woman 
can endure. 

. This picture does not require the biless- 
ing of organized religion to give it re- 
ligious value. Indeed, the moral and 
religious values are so intense and real 
that the one doubt ‘which arises in my 
mind is whether certain sensitive ado- 
lestents could really endure the viewing 
of it without serious emotional] disturb- 
ance. But the representative of the 
committee assures me that such doubts 
were carefully considered by sepcialists 
in that field. 

I feel, sir, that every religious leader 
in this city should see the film for him- 
self, and from. the point of view of its 
mora} and spiritual merits give due con- 
sideration to the question of its public 
showing—with discriminations, of course, 
after the manner in which the Ameri- 
can Committee on Maternal Welfare in- 
tends that it should be. shown.

‘This 
aerial force alone should be able to take care ‘of any 
foreign aerial armada, If it isn't, there still is the 
army air force of 1500. planes: 

Furthermore, even the large-scale bombing vals in 


Spain, particularly on Madrid, have proved inde-| 
cisive despite death, desolation and terror spread |. 


among. civilians... Punitive aerial attacks. on. the 
United States. would be disturbing, to say the Jeast;} 
but such attacks would be useléss unless backed up 
by troops. It is the navy’s job to keep these, troops 
from landing. 


As for our regular army of 177,000 and National : 


Guard of 200,000, it is a small force in comparison 
with the armed masses of Europe. But the trans- 
ports that all the Fascist nations could assemble 
would not; be adequate for an expeditionary: force 
of more than 200,000. The tragedy of Britain's at- 
tempt in the World War to take Gallipoli is still 
proof of the overwhelming odds against any invaders. 
who run up against firm resistance. Our small but 
highly- mobile army could offer powerful resistance 
to invading troops. 

If there is a weak place, it is the Panama Canal, 
keystone of our defenses, which allows the fleet’ to 
move rapidly betwéen Atlantic and Pacific, eliminat- 
ing necessity of a powerful fleet for each ocean. 
It is an Achilles heel. It should be impregnable. 
The blowing up of a tramp ship in the locks, or 
the bombing of a vital spot before war was de- 
clared, would be a serious matter. “A second canal 
in Nicaragua is. worth considering. 

So, despite the fact that world conditions have 
undergone a profound change in the last year,-there 
is no reason for undue alarm over tle state of our 
defense system. All that is needed is a reasonable 
increase in certain phases of armament and: defense 
mechanisms. As Barron's, a financial weekly, says, 
“It is in the possibility of the future exteision of 
defense plans“on a semi-hysterical basis that danger 
lies.”

The bureau reported 769 miles of 
road construction had been com- 
pleted in the last fiscal year, in- 
cluding 181.2 miles of cement con- 
crete, 231.8 miles of untreated grav- 
el, 266.7 miles of treated gravel, 
37.9 miles grading and drainage, 
23.9 miles of low-cost bituminous 
mix, 23.7 miles of bituminous con- 
crete, 2.4 miles of bridges and ap- 
proaches and 1.5 miles of grade sep- 
arations.

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CITY OFFICIALS GIVE 


DEPOSITIONS IN SUIT 


Mayor, Others Questioned in 
Angelo Sala’s Action for 
Damages Caused by Viaduct, 


Depositions were taken in the 
Mayor’s office at City Hall yester- 
day in the suit of Angelo Sala, 
owner of Sala’s Cafe, Kingshighway 
and Daggett avenue, against the 
city for $90,000 damages, which he 
charges resulted to his business 
from the erection of the Kingshigh- 
way viaduct over the Missouri 
cific. tracks in front of his restau- 
rant. The viaduct passes the 
building at the second-floor level. 

Mayor Bernard F.. Dickmann, Di- 
rector of Street and Sewers Frank 
J. McDevitt and William L. Mason, 
president of the Board of Alder- 
men were witnesses at the hearing, 
at which Alderman Emmett Golden 
presided as a special master ap- 
pointed by the court. The city offi- 
cials agreed that the overpass in- 
terferred with access to the res- 
taurant, and that some customers 
had to make a U turn on the via- 
duct to get to a ramp leading to 
the entrance, but each said he con- 
sidered the place accessible. 

William W. Butts, real estate 
dealer testified he appraised the 
property at $34,000 last June, as 
compared with an appraisal of 
$102,1000 before the viaduct was 
erected. 

Butts expressed the opinion the 
property would ultimately become 
worthless as a restaurant, but could 
be used for light manufacturing 
purposes. He added that Sala’s 
gross business had been $90,000 a 
year over a six-year period prior to 
the viaduct. 

The city last December paid off 
a $20,000 mortgage on the Sala 
property with the understanding 
the payment did not affect the 
status of the suit.

Last night more than 450 
Scotchmen and others of Scotch de- 
‘scent and guests gathered at Hotel 
Coronado where the Caledonian So- 
ciety gave its annual St. Andrew’s 
banquet. 

The banquet hall was decorated 
with American, Scottish and British 
flags and many of the guests came 
in the tartan of his clan.

In depicting 
the theme Mrs. Kurrus composes 
many of the stories and poems her- 
self. Thus, she feels, children may 
be coaxed and nurtured or stunted 
and ‘suppressed. She strives, of 
course, for the former result.

Crnis dramatic potentiality can 
be developed with the play spirit, 
Mrs. Kurrus said. To prove her 
theory at yesterday's party, Mrs. 
Kurrus told the story of the fairy 
prince who always spoke in rhyme, 
even for everyday conversations. 
The children were then given @ red 
satin notebook, regal looking, with 
a royal blue pencil and asked to 
write two lines that rhymed. These 
were read aloud. 

‘There were no prizes given for 
the best couplet and therefore no 
feelings of inferiority,” she  ex- 
plained. “The children who are 
first at school are usually first at 
all party contests, too. This way 
each had a part, each had a men- 
tal release from her physical self,

goes of refugees fleeing the op- 
pression of the Nazi Third Reich, 
the above words by Emma Lazarus 
on the base of the Statue of Liberty 
take on a vital meaning. Sad, con- 
fused, persecuted, these victims of 
Hitler's hate—Jews, Catholics and 
liberals—arrive in New York, the 
gateway to a “promised land”—with 
their sufferings fresh in their mem- 
ories. Remembering the Nazi au- 
thorities and the men of the Ges- 
tapo, they tremble as United.States, 
customs officials examine their pos- 
sessions—often no more than.a few 
belongings tied in an old tablecloth 
—and since many of these exiles 
speak only German, the babel of a 
strange tongue in a strange land 
only adds to their bewilderment. 


On some of the liners, these emi- 
grants from Germany and Austria 
arrive by the hundreds, but more 
often they may be counted by the 
score. Most of them are in family 
groups. There are few single men 
and still fewer single women. Some 
are children, traveling alone, sent 
on to America by parents unable to 
scrape together money for their 
own passage. Reports that Ger- 
man refugees are arriving in the 
United States by the thousands ev- 
ery month dre untrue, but as Hit- 
ler’s anti-Semitic campaign, his per- 
secution of the Catholic Church 
and his intolerance of all those not 
in sympathy with the National So- 
cialist regime increase in intensity, 
the number of exiles seeking haven 
in America grows. During . th 
first five years of Nazi-ism, 
German quota of 25,957 visas a year 
was not filled, but this year—from

- Since Nov. 11, when the latest 
and most violent anti-Semitic out- 
breaks in Germany became known 
here, the Nationa]. Co-ordinating 
Committee’s offices, in the very 
heart of Manhattan’s theater dis- 
trict, have been flooded with dis- 
tracted people armed with -affida- 
vits guaranteeing support to rela- 
tives or friends, and without which 
no prospective German emigrant 
can hope to obtain. a visa. 

“We have worked out an efficient 
technique for helping persons to 
get out of Germany,” explained 
Miss Cecilia Razovsky, who is show- 
ing plainly these days the mounting 
strain of her job as director of 
the National Co-ordinating Commit- 
tee.

N Thursday, when dispatches 

rom Berlin carried reports of the 

wave of Jewish suicides brought 
on by new Nazi decrees, I talked with 
a newly arrived refugee who de- 
scribed himself as a German Cath- 
olic. In halting English he ex- 
plained that he had persuaded his 
wealthy American brother-in-law to 
sign affidavits for two former 
neighbors of his in Germany—Ger- 
man Jews who had no relatives in 
the United States. Confused but 
determined, he was in the offices 
of the Co-ordinating Committee to 
secure their help in preparing the 
affidavits. On. the same day, I spoke 
with an American who was at- 
tempting to bring over from Vien- 
na a Jewish family. This man, a 
Protestant, explained that he had 
become acquainted with the. Jew- 
ish family while traveling abroad 
with his own family several sum- 
mers ago and that the friendship 


of the two families had been ce- 


mented. by correspondence. It was 
through the guarded wording of 
this correspondence that the Amer- 
ican family had learned of the pres- 
ent plight of their Austrian-Jewish 


friends. Now the American family 


is pledging itself sponsor for their 
Jewish friends in an effort to ob- 
tain the necessary visas to allow 
them to come into the United 
States. 


“From their letters, we know that 
it is either emigration or death,” 
the: American said. “And, as Chris- 


tians, it is our responsibility to do 
all we can.” 

Saddest, by far, of all the visitors 
to the committee’s offices are those 
who have had to leave behind in 
Germany some member of their im- 
mediate family. Having lived 
through the terror themselves, their 
problem of adjusting themselves to 
a life in a new country is aggra- 
vated by the knowledge of what the 
loved ones left behind are endur-

At the 
present time there are 24 service 
agencies engaged in specific 
phases of refugee work that are 
affiliated with the National Com- 
mittee. The National Committee 
supervises the work of these agen- 
cies and acts as an advisory board 
and information bureau. It also 
endeavors to prevent accumulation 
of immigrants in New York and 
all emergency cases come under 
its jurisdiction, ,

I hope it won’t be far 
off when’ we may find in the markets fresh 
killed turkeys the year around. I have heard 
that attempts are being made in several 
states to bring this about. However,.we do 
know that the season for fresh turkeys is 
considerably longer and the price much low- 
er than a few years ago. There is also an 
effort being made to produce a small bird, 
suitable for a family of two, three or four. 
—_— or Such a bird could be split and broiled. 
calennc ale ananeva A roast turkey of medium weight, let’s 
ne say 12 pounds, has more possibilities than 
any food I know of. After the bird has made its first appearance it 
is natural to serve it cold. .Or it could be sliced, heated in its own 
gravy and setved on toast or in a border of rice, You could, on the 
following day, if the bird holds out, serve it a la king or in the form 
of turkey hash. After all the meat has been removed from ‘the bones 
there’s still one more dish that can be prepared and that is turkey soup.

Sprinkle turkey with salt and rub entire surface with soft butter. 
Place turkey in large baking pan, lay two thin slices of salt pork over 
breast and start to cook in hot oven (450 degrees) for 10 minutes. 
Reduce heat to moderate (325 degrees) and baste every 15 minutes 
until] turkey is cooked, allowing about three and one-half to four 

~ hours for a medium sized turkey of 10 to 12 pounds. 

Do not put water in the pan with the turkey, but start basting ‘of 
turkey after first 15 minutes’ cooking with one-half cup butter melted 
in one-half cup of hot water. When this has been used up, baste from 
baking pan. If breast of turkey browns too fast cover it with a piece 
of white buttered paper. Remove turkey to large, hot platter and make

It has come to be a generally ac- 
cepted truism that game is a man’s 
dish, the inference being that we 
women prefer something else — 
vanilla ice cream, or maybe radish- 
es. Of course we adore. game—as 
who in her right senses would not? 
—but the question is, do women 
treat game well énough to be al- 
lowed any rights in the matter? 
Do women really brood over the 
way & grouse or a pheasant should 
be roasted? And do they give any 
more thought to the cooking of a 
canvasback duck than they do to 
an old hen? Definitely, game isn’t 
@ man’s affair because he likes it 
any better than his wife does, but 
because it means much more to 
him than just the main course for 
dinner, The hunting season is short, 
but while it lasts man has the illu- 
sion—and not a vain one, either 
that he is of some importance in 
his own kitchen. A woman may 
depend upon her butcher for 10 
months of the year, but for this 
brief space it is not the butcher, 
but that great man and mighty 
hunter to whom she happens to be 
married who can produce a pheas- 
ant or a grouse or even a rabbit 
for the family table. It is enough 
to make the most modest man feel 
a bit exalted, 

Don't let game cooking get you 
down on account of slight difficul- 
ties. Let it be all pleasure and no 
pain. If you have a nice accommo- 
dating butcher he will let one of his 
helpers, for a small tip, pluck and 
draw the bird. 

That brings you without a strug- 
gle to the matter of cooking it, for 


= 
‘ 


which you should prepare yourself 
seriously, Don’t try any guesswork 
in game cookery. Don’t fool your- 
self that because you don’t know 
how long a wild duck should; be 
cooked that your husband doesn’t 
know either. If you go and cook 
the bird to death it will be as de- 
pressing (for the moment) as Jun- 
ior’s flunking his college exams. 
And by the same token it’s not just 
a minor disaster if you have cooked 
the pheasant under the impression 
that pheasants must be served rare. 
No amount of re-cooking is going to 
make that lovely bird turn out as it 
should have been in the beginning— 
all brown and shiny as to skin, and 
tender and white as to flesh. Not 
overdone by one second, but not 
underdone, either. 

Here are suggestions for prepar- 
ing game food: 

ROAST PARTRIDGE 

Clean the partridges very careful- 
ly and tie over the breast of each a 
thin. slice of bacon .about . two 
inches long. Rub inside and out 


with salt and pepper, and put in a. 


baking pan wita three-fourths cup 
water for four partridges. Roast 
in a good oven for half an. hour, 
basting constantly. When birds and 
gravy are a rich brown,.pour over 
them three-fourths cup slightly sour 
cream. Let the cream bubble up 
in the pan for a minute, baste once 
more and serve with gravy poured 
over the partridges. 


PHEASANT IN CREAM 

One pheasant. 

Soy sauce. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One slice fat pork. 

One cup cream, 

One tablespoon pickled horserad- 
ish. 

Salt and pepper. 

Clean the pheasant, wipe inside 
and out with a damp cloth. Rub 
with salt and pepper and massage 
sOy sauce well into the skin. Cover 
the breast with piece of salt’ pork 


and tie in place with cotton string. 


"Bake in a moderately hot oven (375 


F.) for 20 minutes, basting fre- 
quently with butter and a cupful of 
boiling water. Lower the heat to 
325 F., remove the fat pork, and 
continue to cook until the pheasant 
is tender and well browned, basting 
several times. Skim off superfluous 
grease, raise heat to 400 F., add 
cream which has been brought to 
the boiling point, and horseradish, 
and cook for five minutes more. 
Place the pheasant on a hot platter, 
garnish with watercress and pour 
sauce into sauceboat. 


CIVET OF RABBIT 


One rabbit. 

One cup red wine. 
One-fourth cup salad oil. 
One small onion. 

One bay leaf. 

One-quarter teaspoon thyme. 
One-quarter pound bacon, 
Flour. 

Two shallots. 

Two cups broth. 

One tablespoon butter. 
Salt and pepper. 


Clean the rabbit-and remove the 
tain inside’ skin. Disjoint very 
carefully, saving all the blood and 
the liver and putting them in a 
separate bowl in a cool place. Bet- 
ter add a few drops of vinegar to 
the blood to keep it from harden- 
ing. Rub the pieces of rabbit with 
salt and pepper and allow to mari- 
nate for at least six hours in a mix- 
ture of wine, oil, sliced onion, Day 
leaf and thyme. Heat a heavy iron 
pot and in it put butter and bacon 
cut in small cubes. Add the pieces 
of rabbit which have been drained 
and dipped in flour, ,gnd_ the 
chopped shallots. Brown on all 
sides, pour in the broth and let sim- 
mer gently, well covered, for 40 
minutes. Add the strained mixture 
in which the rabbit has marinated, 
and cook slowly for another 15 min- 
utes. Mash the liver to a paste 
with the blood, add it to simmering

stew and continue cooking for five 
minutes. Taste and add more salt 
and pepper if necessary. Serve at 
once with squares of fried hominy. 


WILD DUCK ON A BED OF 
CELERY 

Clean the duck, wipe carefully in- 
side and out with a damp cloth and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Put 
in a good oven (400 F.) and roast 
for about half an hour, basting fre- 
quently with a mixture of butter 
and boiling water. Clean a bunch 
of celery, remove all the leaves and 
cut in pieces about one-half inch 
thick. Put in a saucepan, cover 
with boiling water, add a pinch of 
soda, and cook, well covered, for 
three minutes. Drain. Cover with 
fresh boiling water and continue 


cooking (still covered) for another 


20 minutes. Drain thorougaly. Put 
back in saucepan with one table- 
spoonful of butter and one-half cup 
cream. Season with salt and pep- 
per and let simmer until quite soft 
and most of the cream has been ab- 
sorbed. Turn’ onto a hot platter, 
flatten out the celery and place the 
duck on top of it. Pour the pan 
gravy over all and serve at once, 
WOODCOCK FLAMBE 

Allow a half, or, better still, a 
whole bird to each person. Clean 
the woodcocks and rub them inside 
and out with salt and pepper and a 
little soft butter, and roast in a hot 
oven (400 F.) for 10 minutes, bast- 
ing frequently with a mixture made 
by frying one shallot with two ta- 
blespoonfuls of butter, adding three- 
fourths cupful of red wine and the 
same quantity of water. Arrange 
the birds on a hot platter. Add 
mashed-up livers to the sauce, and 
reduce to half the quantity. Pour a 
little heated brandy over the wood- 
cocks—having previously cut them 


in two—light it, and just before the [ 


flames have died out, strain the 
gravy over all. Serve at once. The 
burning of the brandy will com- 
plete the cooking of the birds.

NCLE SAM’S “splinter fleet” of 

World War fame gets its proper 

glorification in’ the Fox The- 
ater’s main feature of the week, 
“Submarine Patrol,” which is the 
tale of a trip across the Atlantic 
by one of the 110-foot submarin 
chasers and its later exploit in 
Adriatic. The film itself, richly 
reminiscent of war days, is a very 
palatable. combination of comedy, 
fighting, romance and travel. 

Made for speed rather than-eom- 

fort, the boats cf the “splinter 
fleet” were a horror to experienced 
seamen. Their equipment was 
awful, we are told in the film, their 
crews greenhorns, their whole pur- 
pose hardship. With little more 
space below decks than an Eskimo 
kayak, they made life miserable. 
Yet the things that happen on the 
S. C. 599 could never have hap- 
pened on the flagrhip of the fleet. 


There are laughs at ignorance of 
the crew, at the bucking of the 
boat, at ill-fitting suits, at seasick- 
ness. Some of these amusements 
are new, some old, but all are in 
keeping with the subject. When 
the 8. C. -599 goes into action 
against a U-boat, there is more 
than enough excitement and there 
ig all the grim reality of war in 
the sinking of the terror of the 
depths. The adventure in the 
Adriatic, where the 8. C. 599 sneaks 
in through a mine field to destroy 
a notorious undersea raider, is one 
of the most suspense-fTilled se- 
quences of recent screen history. 


Boy-meets-girl is the main issue 
in “Submarine Patrol” as it is in 
every Other kind of warfare, crime 
clean-up or peacetime career. And 
the boy is a rich boy and the girl 
@ sea captain’s daughter. But the 
affair of the heart never gets in the 
way of Uncle Sam's business. 


Whatever defects there are in the 
script are covered up by John 
Ford's painstaking direction, which 
makes every scene, however trivial, 
seem of immediate interest. Al- 
though it may be observed that 
much of the film comes from a 
studio tank and indoors at that, the
